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Japan  Exchange 


To  give  you  all  even  the  slightest  insight  into 
what  our  exchange  with  Azabu  high  school 
in  Tokyo,  Japan  was  like  would  take  a  very, 
very  long  time,  but  I’ll  try  tell  you  some  of 
the  highlights  while  keeping  it  as  brief  as 
possible.  First  of  all  I  have  to  mention  the 
people.  At  Azabu  we  met  and  stayed  with  the 
most  incredibly  friendly  people  imaginable. 
For  the  first  5  nights  we  stayed  with  host 
families,  and  I  can  honestly  say  they  are  all 
the  sweetest,  most  welcoming  and  generous 
people  I’ve  ever  met,  and  I  know  all  the  other 
students  who  went  feel  the  same  way. 

We  were  immediately  integrated  into  their 
litestyle  and  it  was  a  chance  to  experience 
Japan  in  a  very  unique  way.  On  the  weekend 
we  arrived,  our  host  families  showed  us 
around  their  favourite  and  the  most  famous 
places  in  Tokyo,  and  during  the  week  our 
sightseeing  continued — led  by  Azabu 
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students — after  attending  classes  with  them. 
Now  about  Azabu  high-school  itself  is  one  of 
the  most  interesting  schools  I’ve  ever  seen.  It’s 
quite  baffling  to  tell  you  the  truth;  it’s  a  really 
cool  school  and  on  top  of  regular  classes  they 
have  kendo  and  judo  and  archery,  but  it’s  not 
quite  what  one  would  imagine.  They  work 
off  of  a  truly  unique  philosophy;  all  students 
take  complete  responsibility  for  themselves, 
their  actions  and  thereby  their  grades.  That’s 
the  only  rule  at  Azabu — there  are  no  other 
rules;  and  with  1800  boys  attending,  I’m  not 
quite  sure  how  they  were  expecting  that  to 
work  out,  and  yet  somehow,  it  does.  Azabu 
ranks  one  of  the  top  high  schools  in  Tokyo 
and  an  incredible  number  of  their  students 
get  into  the  very  top  universities  in  Japan. 
The  students  themselves  were  incredible, 
again  so  friendly  and  welcoming — we’d 
quickly  gather  an  entourage  and  end  up  going 


out  for  dinners  with  about  30-40  people — 
effectively  taking  over  restaurants.  We  saw 
more  of  Tokyo  in  a  week  than  I  thought 
was  possible,  and  while  it  was  tiring  it  was 
awesome.  We  ate  the  most  amazing  food — 
yes,  including  the  most  fabulous  sushi. 

There  were  countless  fun  activities  arranged 
for  us.  We  were  able  to  experience  extreme 
sides  of  the  Japanese  culture,  from  visiting 
Buddhist  Zen  temples  and  shrines,  to  seeing 
the  ‘electric  city’  at  night,  to  hours  of  karaoke 
with  about  20  Azabu  students.

In  April,  10  senior  students  wrote  the  Euclid  Contest,  also  producing 
excellent  results.

In 
grade  11  and  12  levels,  we  offer  Human  Performance  which  is  a  course  dealing  with  training  at  an 
elite  level  of  competition.  This  course  is  recommended  for  the  athletes  in  the  school.

Science  isn’t  just  in  the 
lab,  a  number  of  our  students  have  participated  in  activities  outside  of  the  classroom;  the  Physics  Tour  to 
California,  Bamfield  Marine  Station  trip  for  Biology  1 1,  numerous  environmental  initiatives  and  the  upcoming 
Astronomy  and  Engineering  Summit  in  Hawaii.  The  sciences  are  a  wonderful  discipline  for  keen  and  curious 
students  and  the  AP  courses,  in  particular,  offer  considerable  challenge.  We  are  proud  of  our  students  and  the 
rigorous,  supportive  environment  that  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year.

Homework  Helpers  of  Shawnigan  Lake  School  is  a  voluntary 
tutoring  program  provided  for  the  local  elementary  and  middle 
school  students.  It  provides  one  on  one  help  sessions  on  all  school 
subjects.  It  is  where  our  senior  helpers  promote  an  interesting  and 
caring  learning  environment,  set  a  good  example  of  a  positive 


teenager,  and  provide  patient  tutoring  and  support.  All  the  helpers 
are  experienced  at  balancing  fun  with  work,  reducing  the  level 
of  complexity  and  difficulty  with  the  hard  problems.  They  are 
trustworthy  and  responsible,  keeping  their  young  students  safe, 
and  meeting  their  needs  for  art,  games,  and  learning. 
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Within  Shawnigan’s  Service  club,  the  perpetual  passion  to  serve 
is  evident  and  the  emotional  satisfaction  received  from  serving 
is  never-ending.

When  I  first  founded  the  club 
last  year,  I  never  could  have  imagined  accomplishing  what  we 
did  this  year.  Our  program  expanded  from  only  two  lone  wolfs 
to  nearly  twenty  enthusiastic  warriors.  Led  by  the  senior  flagship, 
all  five  teams  from  our  club  did  extremely  well  in  the  competitive 


Robotics  League.  Ranked  among  the  first  in  the  province  through 
the  season,  our  senior  team  had  the  honor  to  represent  Canada  and 
compete  in  the  VEX  Robotics  World  Championships  in  Anaheim,

Students  also 
explore  how  digital  art  is  used  by  a  variety  of  professionals  in  a 
wide  range  of  applications. 


2013-14  has  been  the  year  of  group  projects  in  Film  Animation. 
Both  Juniors  and  Senior  have  collaborated  on  films  such  as  “Jack 
and  the  Beanstalk”,  the  SLS  version  of  “A  Harry  Potter  Puppet 
Play”  “T’was  the  Night  Before  Christmas”  and  two  separate  films 
about  winning  the  lottery.  Co-operation  is  an  important  aspect  of 


film-making  and  this  year  has  been  exemplary  in  team  building. 
A  few  students  worked  independently  creating  short  studies  using 
techniques  such  as  paper  cut-outs,  sand,  lego,  chalk  and  the  white 
board.  In  the  final  stages  of  production,  students  had  lots  of  fun 
creating  their  own  sound  effects  during  the  editing  process. 
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Fitness  is  a  challenging  activity  thanks  to  our  dedicated 
instructors.  The  classes  are  a  one  hour  workout,  with 
students  striving  to  work  out  of  their  comfort  zone, 
pushing  themselves  to  the  max!  A  positive  environment 
allows  each  athlete  to  push  themselves  further  every  day 
-  workouts  are  as  challenging  or  as  light  as  the  student 
wants.  Circuits  get  the  hearts  pumping  with  intervals  of 
intense  activity.  Sometimes  they  get  to  enjoy  the  sunny 
weather  and  the  workout  is  taken  outside.  Weights, 
like  fitness,  celebrates  hard  work  by  the  participants. 
Students  in  this  sport  work  with  dumbbells,  free  weights 
and  bosu  balls. 


Shawnigan  saw  its  first  swim  team  in  a  very  long  time 
(since  the  days  of  Mr.  Hall,  so  he  says)  compete  this  year. 
A  team  of  9  swimmers  kicked  off  a  new  era  of  swimming 
at  ISAs  in  Vancouver  in  the  fall.  As  we  entered  the  pool, 
other  competitors  noticed  our  inaugural  presence, 
asking  if  we  were  looking  for  a  rowing  competition. 
The  team  quickly  showed  them  that  we  could  also 
swim.  Later  in  the  season,  Luke  Williams,  our  team 
captain,  made  Shawnigan  proud,  racing  in  3  events  at 
the  Provincial  Championships.  Ms.  Boudreau  is  on  the 
hunt  for  anyone  with  swimming  experience  to  help 
make  our  second  year  of  competition  even  better. 
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Although  seemingly  new  this  year,  the  Swiftwater  Program  was  started  in 
1995  by  Mr.  Peter  Yates,  although  it  has  not  been  in  action  for  a  number 
years.  A  group  of  13  students  joined  this  year,  with  none  having  any  previous 
whitewater  kayak  experience.  The  lack  of  experience  was  no  deterrent 
however,  as  the  group  dove  head  first  into  ever  challenge  put  in  front  of 
them. 

Each  week,  the  group  would  spend  a  day  or  two  learning  about  how  to 
mitigate  the  hazards  that  are  inherent  to  the  sport,  leading  up  to  their  exam 
at  the  end  of  the  term  to  (hopefully)  achieve  their  Rescue  Canada  Swiftwater 
Rescue  Technician  1  certificate.  The  remaining  time  saw  the  group  pack 
up  their  gear  and  head  to  one  of  our  two  rivers.  The  Koksilah,  is  a  mere 
10  minutes  past  the  front  gate,  and  was  the  playground  for  the  group.  At 
various  water  levels  the  groups  was  running  a  nice  little  rapid  in  boats  -  or 
sometimes  out  of  them  -  multiple  times  during  a  session.  Some  of  the  more 
adventurous  members  would  be  seen  seal  launching  from  a  12  foot  cliff;  and 


nearly  everyone  took  part  in  the  daily  40  foot  bridge  jump  into  the 
river.  The  group  would  also  travel  to  the  Cowichan  River,  where 
they  were  able  to  face  some  much  larger  rapid  systems. 

The  term  was  a  resounding  success,  with  many  memories  made 
that  will  last  a  very  long  time.  Memories  like  surfing  the  ocean 
waves  at  the  Jordan  River;  being  unable  to  roll  on  the  lake,  but 
doing  it  perfectly  every  time  on  the  river;  embracing  our  inner 
hippy;  dancing  to  horrible  techno  on  the  way  to  and  from  the  river. 
Dodging  drones;  the  Swim  Team;  not-so-drysuits;  GoPro  hunting; 
cookies  at  the  Prep  House;  drowning  day;  and,  of  course,  ladle 
ladle  ladle. 

In  short,  the  Swiftwater  Program  is  alive  and  well  again,  thanks  to 
an  amazing  group  of  students  who  are  not  afraid  to  try  something 
totally  new,  slightly  dangerous,  and  which  is  a  ridiculous  amount 
of  fun. 
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At  Shawnigan,  we  are  blessed  to  be  nestled  in  an 
area  which  is  world  renowned  for  its  natural  beauty; 
surrounded  by  pristine  mountains  and  lakes,  it  is  an  ideal 
setting  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  explore  the  outdoors. 
Here  at  Shawnigan,  we  strive  to  have  our  students  learn 
about  and  experience  the  environment  around  them. 
Students  learned  kayaking  skills  and  some  even  ventured 
bravely  into  the  world  of  swift  water  kayaking.  Camping 
trips  to  Portland  Island,  Newcastle  Island  and  Jordan 
River  highlighted  the  natural  beauty  that  surrounds  us. 
Over  the  course  of  the  year,  we  have  been  up  the  creek; 
swinging  through  trees;  paddling  in  the  rain;  investigating 
tide  pools;  conversing  with  geese;  snoozing  in  the  sun 
and  generally  experiencing  all  we  can  in  this  natural  gem 
of  the  world  we  call  Vancouver  Island.

On  a  picture-perfect  afternoon,  the  1st  XV  rugby  season  culminated 
at  Abbotsford’s  Rotary  Stadium,  with  Shawnigan  doing  battle  with  one 
of  their  oldest  rivals,  St.  George’s  School.  Saturday’s  AAA  Provincial 
Championship  was  a  rematch  of  the  2013  final  that  saw  Shawnigan 
squeak  past  Saints  for  a  fifth  consecutive  blue  banner,  and  now,  the 
black  and  gold  had  the  opportunity  to  secure  number  six.  They  knew 
it  wouldn’t  be  easy;  indeed,  the  two  teams,  ranked  number  one  and  two 
in  the  province  for  the  entire  season,  seemed  on  a  collision  course  for 
this  moment  every  day  of  the  past  twelve  months.  For  sixty  breath-taking 
minutes,  the  teams  demonstrated  for  all  in  attendance  the  way  the  game 
was  meant  to  be  played.  Shawnigan  managed  to  stretch  a  5-3  halftime 
lead  early  in  the  second  half,  but  St.  George’s  closed  the  gap  to  12-8  as 
time  ticked  away.  Then,  with  the  game  in  the  balance,  a  final  converted 
try  tipped  the  scales  in  the  Vancouver  side’s  favour,  and  when  the  final 
whistle  blew,  Shawnigan  fell  just  short,  by  a  final  score  of  15-12. 

Though  they  finished  agonizingly  close  to  their  final  goal,  the  1st  XV  did 
themselves,  their  families,  and  their  school  proud.  The  lessons  learned 
from  Saturday’s  disappointment  will  be  carried  forward  to  the  2015 
season,  where  they  will  emerge  refocused  and  re-determined  to  return 
the  championship  banner  to  Vancouver  Island.  Congratulations  to  the 
team  and  their  coaches  for  another  memorable  and  remarkable  season!
